Reason for Sale. 

The United's accounting machine 
is a device which permits direct 
multiplication of figures without 
the intermediate steps required in 
other machines. 

Sale of the company became 
necessary, Koeln said, because it 
had been unable to market its ma- 
chines on a large scale. Proper 
promotion would have required a 
$1,000,000 sales campaign, 
said, and the money was not avail- 
able. 

While the company has been in 
existence for 13 years the early 
years of its life were devoted to ex- 
perimentation, and only since 1927 
have its machines been on the mar- 
ket. Koeln said 30 had been sold, 
and had proved the worth of the 
device by the manner in which they 
functioned. 

Remington-Rand is to take over 
the company’s $30,000 building at 
716 Sidney street, its dies, patents 
and materials.

There were no defense attor- 
neys, no prosecutors. No appeals 
were allowed. 

All of the cases were tried sep- 
arately behind closed doors by a 
military collegium of the Supreme 
Court. The general charge of plot- 
ting terroristic acts against the 
Government had been made against 


the “white guards.” 

The court at Leningrad said the 
persons convicted there had entered 
the country with instructions to or- 
ganize terrorism and that they 
came in through Finland, Latvia 
and Poland.

The airmen were bound here 
from Oakland, Cal., on the first 
leg of a flight to Australia, which 
they hoped would chart the course 
of a commercial air line.

APPEAL TO CITY

Makes Plea ‘‘for Under- 
privileged”—Only $19,- 
526 Keported First Day 
of Extended Campaign. 


Although the supplementary 
United Relief Campaign for $500,- 
000 directed by Mayor Dickmann 
got off to a poor start yesterday 
when pledges of only $19,526 were 
turned in at the first report meet- 
ing, Dickmann reiterated his state- 
ment that the campaign would not 
close until the money is raised. 

In a radio talk last night he spoke 
of the first reports as “dishearten- 


ing,” but added, “I am warning the 
people of St. Louis that we are not 
going to let up on this drive. We 
are hopeful that with the fine spirit 
manifested by our citizens in the 
past we will be able to close this 
campaign on Friday, but we are not 
going to let up until this fund is in.” 
The supplementary campaign was 
undertaken when it became appar- 
ent, at the close of the original 
United Relief Campaign a week 
ago, that subscriptions would fall 
about $500,000 short of the $2,708,- 
000 goal. 
Long Way From $500,000. 
Thanking the 500 solicitors at 
yesterday's report meeting at Hotel 
Statler, the Mayor reminded them 
that $20,000 is still a long way from 
$500,000.” He said he realized that 
they had had only one full day, 
Tuesday, in which to conduct their 
canvass, and said he hoped at least 
$200,000 would be in hand for to- 
morrow’s report meeting. 
Dickmann suggested that con- 
tributions be sent to his office 
at the City Hall, or to United Re- 
lief headquarters at Hotel Statler. 
Among the checks received at his 
office, he said, was one for $500, 
and two for $250 each. Also in his 
mail yesterday were three checks 
for two cents each, contributed by 
a school boy who had received 
them as a partial payment of his 
school savings account in a closed 
bank.

Mrs. Jean Miller purchased a re- 
volver and learned to handle it in 
an East St. Louis shooting gallery 
more than five months before she 
shot and killed Mrs. Grace S. De- 
laney last Tuesday in the Miller 
apartment at 7505 Pershing avenue, 
University City, and then ended her 
own life, it was learned today. 

Mrs. Miller, whose act was 
charged to jealousy over friendship 
of Mrs. Delaney for her estranged 
husband, Elliott S. Miller, pur- 
chased the revolver, a .38-caliber po-‘ 
lice model, at the Saenger-Wachtel 
hardware store, at 135 Collinsville 
avenue, East St. Louis, on June 20.

‘Experts Say Discharge 


Would Destroy All Fish 
for at Least 190 Miles 
Below St. Louis. 


A protest against the city’s re- 
cently announced plan to grind up 
garbage and discharge it into the 
Mississippi River through sewers 
has been made by the American 
Game Association in letters to St. 
Louis newspapers, quoting the Bu- 
reau of Fisheries as having report- 
ed that the method would be harm- 
ful to aquatic life. 

Writing from Washington to the 
Post-Dispatch, Seth Gordon, presi- 
dent of the association, said: 

“Surely your city fathers can- 
not be serious about the sugges- 
tion that 600 tons of additional 
filth be dumped daily into the Mis- 
sissippi River through the sewers 
to save the expense of civilized dis- 
posal of such waste.” 

Approval by War Department. 

In a recent report on the plan, 
for which the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment has approved 
an appropriation of about $60,000, 
Director of Streets and Sewers Mc- 
Devitt stated he had obtained for 
the plan the approval of the War 
Department, which has jurisdiction 
over navigable streams. 

This approval was given by Capt, 
B. M. Harloe, district engineer a 
St. Louis, on the condition that 
there be no interference with nav- 
igation. The Bureau of -Fisheries 
study, it was learned, was made at 
the request of the War Department, 
and the report had been submitted 
to the department when its letter of 
approval was sent to McDevitt. 

Director McDevitt said he had 
received a copy of the Bureau of 
Fisheries report and was having a 
study of it made by his own en- 
gineers. It was his opinion, based 
on experiments and his own study 
of the method, that no harm would 
result to fish life in the stream. 

Protest by Game Association. 

Gordon's letter of protest said: 

“U. S. Bureau of Fisheries ex- 
perts, who have made a careful 
study, report that this added burden 
of filth will destroy all acquatic life 
for at least 190 miles below St. 
Louis. Instead of further destroy- 
ing the public waters which flow 
by the front door of St. Louis, your 
city should install a modern sewage 
treatment plant to eliminate the 
rotten mess which is already being 
dumped into the Father of Waters. 
Other progressive cities with civic 
pride are doing iust this. 

“If St. Louis stoops to this pro- 
posal it will seriously hinder and 
delay the movement for clean 
streams throughout the land.” 

Director McDevitt’s Report. 

In his report on the garbage situ- 
ation, Director McDevitt told of the 
operation of an experimental grind- 
ing plant with capacity of 100 tons 
daily, discharging its product into 
the Vandeventer sewer. He said: 

“Many samples of sewage were 
taken at different points, including 
the sewer outlet. Leaving the grin- 
der, the particles were finely ground 
up and after a few blocks of travel 
in the sewers they. were hardly 
noticeable. No evidence whatever 
of garbage was visible at the sewer 
outlet. (Two miles away.) 

“Before spending any additional 
money it was considered advisable 
to have an investigation and tests 
made by the War Department who 
have charge of all navigable 
streams. While the River and Har- 
bor Act specifically exempts. the 
discharge from sewers, it was bet- 
ter to have a check made on the 
possibility of stream _ pollution. 
These tests were made recently and 
permission was granted the city to 
adopt this method of garbage dis- 
posal.” 

Suit Over Present Disposal. 

The grinding method was pro- 
posed by McDevitt to replace the 
present method of disposing of gar- 
bage by shipping it down the river 
on barges to hog farms under a con- 
tract which expires next February. 
Residents of the vicinity of the hog 
farms have brought legal action, 
which is pending, to enjoin the city 
for thus disposing of its garbage. 
In recommending the grinding 
method McDevitt stated it was 
much cheaper, both in initial outlay 
for plant and in operation than in- 
cineration or reduction to animal] 
feed or fertilizer. 

He estimated that total cost of 
plants having maximum capacity of 
600 tons a day would not exceed 
$65,000 and that cost of operation 
would be no more than the present 
costof 34% cents a ton for ship- 
ment of the garbage down the river. 
He estimated $80,000 to $100,000 a 
year would be saved in cost of co)- 
lection, because of shorter hauling 
distances.

ILLARD had just come here

Willard, a huge man, without 
much fighting inclination, was 
promoted because of his size and 
power. In the early stages of 
his conversion he showed his dis- 
like of fighting by walking out of 
the ring after fighting a few 
rounds with Joe Cox, at Joplin, 
Mo. 

But the native courage and 
persistence of the man kept him 
in the game. Promoters worked 
on him and he éventually de 
veloped enough to wipe out all

Promoted By a “Syndicate.” 


BOUT this time Jack Curley, 

now a wrestling promoter, 
Saw possibilities in Willard and 
announced that he would make 
Jess the next champion. With 
Harry Frazee, a theatrical pro- 
moter, and one other partner 
they formed a syndicate t6 pro- 
mote Willard. 

They made him train hard and 
coached him fort mafhy months, 
They developed a very fine look- 
ing athlete weighing 238 pounds, 
stripped for action. 

The champion, Jack Johnson, 
then an exile and a fugitive from 
Uncle Sam, was finally induced 
to risk his crown for $30,000 and 
the fight was held in Cuba. The 
promoters lost Money, Johnson 
got his $30,000 and Willard re 
ceived only his training costs~ 


and the title which he gained 
from the 40-year-old, 230-pound 
hulk. Despite his age and fat, 


Johnson must have been a pret- 
ty good man to stand up for 26 
rounds, after giving Willard 
everything he had for the first 
15.

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OLYMPIC GAMES| 
WILL BE CHIEF 
TOPIC TO COME 
BEFORE LEADERS 


By the Associated Press. 
MIAMI, Fia., Dec. 6.—Relieved of 


further controversy over Ger- 
many’s racial policies by official 


American acceptance of the invi- 
tation to the 1936 Olympic Games 
in Berlin, delegates to the annual 
convention of the Amateur Ath- 
letic Union, starting at the Miami 
Biltmore Hotel tomorrow, will 
tackle preliminary plans for Unit- 
ed States participation in all sports 
in the next international carnival 
of competitive sport. 

Not only does the complicated 
frame-work of the Olympic struc- 


ture call for activity on the fund- 
raising foundation, well in advance 
of the games, but it is closely tied 
up with the details of domestic 
sports business which form a maj- 
or portion of the three day A. A. U. 
program. 

From Avery Brundage of Chicago, 
president of the A. A. U. as well 
as the American Olympic Commit- 
tee, the convention will likely hear 
a report of the investigation which 
led to final acceptance of the Ger- 
man invitation as well as an appeal 
to organize country-wide support 
for the forthcoming Olympics. 

Brundage’s leadership is expect- 
ed to overcome lingering opposition 
in A. A. U. ranks to support of the 
Berlin games, growing out of the 
criticism of Germany’s treatment 
of Jewish athletes. 

Brundage Will Retire. 

Before relinquishing the presi- 
dency of the A. A. U., which he has 
stated he will do at this conven- 
tion regardless of pressure to re- 
tain the job, Brundage hopes to or- 
ganize a definite program of Olym- 
pic preparedness. He will urge the 
delegates to avoid the mistake of 
letting the major share of plans go 
until the 1935 convention and there- 
by run the risk of not having suf- 
ficient time to achieve the finan- 
cing of a full American team. 

“Our leadership in world ath- 
letics “Bas been challenged to a 
greater extent than ever before,”’ 
said Brundage today. “Even with 
the games held in this country in 
1932, under conditions best suited 
to our athletes, we were hard- 
pressed. We already have proof of 
the tremendous strides Japan has 
made in athletics and I am in po- 
sition personally to testify that Ger- 
many is preparing for a notable 
comeback in 1936 in nearly every 
branch of competition. All the oth- 
er leading European countries wil] 
be more strongly represented at 
Berlin than they were at Los An- 
geles. Our athletes, therefore, will 
be put to the severest test and it 
becomes essential for us to spare no 
effort toward organizing, equipping 
and financing the best available 
talent.” 

Robertson to Be Coach. 

While the A. A. U. will exercise 
its influence formally through the 
American Olympic Committee in 
the selection of coaches for the 1936 
Olympics, it is probable that Law- 
son Robertson of the University of 
Pennsylvania again will be asked 
to become head coach of the track 
and field team. Robertson has 
handled this job for the past three 
Olympics, aided by a group of oth- 
er college ‘coaches. Already, for 
this staff, sectional Support has de- 
veloped for the inclusion of such 
Successful coaches as Emil von 
Ellig of New York University, R. 
L. (Dink) Templeton of Stanford, 
Brutus Hamilton of California, 
Dean Cromwell of Southern Cali- 
fornia and Bernie Moore of Louisi- 
ana State. 

Upwards of 300 delegates are ex- 
pected for the A. A. U., meetings.

Ottsen skated a pretty race to 
take the event with ease, covering 
the 10,000 meters, better than six 
miles, in 21:49.4. Weber Ley, his 
teammate from the Arena Athletic 
Club, finished second, and John 
Bretz of the Winter Garden team 
was third. Ley was timed in 21:52.3 
and Bretz in 22:11.2. Truman Con- 
nell of the Winter Garden team 
went out on the fifty-fourth lap of 
the 74% lap event. 

The four skaters started off at a 
fast clip, the quartet being clocked 
in 3 minutes and 20 seconds for the 
first mile, 3 minutes and 45 seconds 
for the second mile, while Ottsen’s 
time for the last mile was better 
than 3 minutes. 

With the lead changing often on 
the early laps, Ottsen and Ley set- 
ting the pace most of the time, they 
and Bretz lapped Connell on the 
fifty-fourth lap and he was auto- 
matically forced out. Bretz was 
lapped on the fifty-eighth. Ottsen 
and Ley had a two-lap lead on 
Bretz on the sixty-second. _ 
Ottsen put on a sprint on the 
seventy-second lap and was leading 
Ley by more than a quarter of a 
lap at the finish. 

More than 500 turned out to wit- 
ness the final St. Louis Olympic 
trial and a program of speed and 
figure skating.

Bonds, Bought Below Par but 
Accepted at Face, Basis 
of Payment Plan. 


The fact that Home Owners’ Loan 
Corporation Bonds havé been sell- 
ing below par has enabléd a St. 
Louis firm, Joseph H. Preiss & Co., 
to devélop a substantial business in 
acting as&agent to transmit month- 
ly payments of borrowers to thé 
treasurer of the corporation at 
Washington, 

The plan gives a small saving to 
the borrower and, of course, a profit 
to the company. Under this plan 
bofrowérs hand over to the com- 
pany the monthly repayments re- 
quired tinder thé terms of their 
loans, less 2 per cent, and the ¢om- 
pany, having in the aggregate a 
largé volume Of such payments, pur- 
chasés HOL© bonds of a face value 
sufficient to 6over the total amount 
of payments transmitted, and sends 
the bonds in to the HOLS treas-

urer. 
When $95 Equals $100. 

Under the law, the corporation is 
required t6 accépt HOLA bonds at 
par value, plus accrued interest in 
payment of borrowers’ ODligations. 
Thus a $100 bond purchased by the 
Preiss firm, for example, at $95, 
can be used by it to pay off $100 of 
obligations Of borrowers. Bince the 
firm has allowed botfowers a 
diseount of 2 per cent, it is enabled 
to retain for itself in this transac- 
tion $38 t6 G6vér its ¢68ts and prof- 
its. The only cost involved is that 
6f office overhead, as thé company 
has none of its own Capital invest- 
ed in the operation, the borrowers 
fiirfiishing that. 

In advertising matter sent to 
prospective clients, the company 
points out that individual borrow- 
efs may on their own account pur- 
chase and offer HOLC bonds in 
making their monthly payments if 
they wish. This is impracticable, 
however, for the average borrower, 
because, in Most cases, the payment 
would not eoincide with denomina- 
tions in which bonds are available 
and for the further reason that the 
dealer's commission Of $1 on small 
hond transactions probably would 
offset the saving. 
As further inducement to borrow- 
ers to use its services, the company 
points out that borrowers may send 
it their personal checks each month, 
saving the trouble and expense of 
purchasing bank drafts or money 
orders, 
The 2% per cent HOLC bonds 
are the ones used in making pay- 
ments under this plan. About sev- 
en weeks ago they were selling at 
91, that is, at a discount of $9 from 
par on a $100 bond. Recently they 
have advanced and the quotation 
yesterday was slightly above 95. 
Discussing the plan with a Poat- 
Dispatch reporter, Joseph H. Preiss, 
head of the firm, said it was pos- 
sible only because payments are 
not received at the local HOLC of- 
fice; borrowers have to send them 
to Washington. 
He said he had discussed the plan 
with HOLC officials at Washing- 
ton and had their approval of it, 
with the understanding that he was 
not to hold his firm out in any way 
as an agent of the HOLC. Each bor- 
rower using the service is required 


to sign an appointment of the 
Preiss company as his agent to 
transmit payments, which is filed 


with the HOLC treasurer at Wash- 
ington. 

The company gives the borrower 
its own receipt and an official 
HOLC receipt is sent from Wash- 
ington after the payment is re- 
ceived there. 

Price of Bonds the Key. 
“We cannot guarantee to con- 
tinue giving this 2 per cent dis- 
count,” Preiss said, “and, of course, 
any borrower is free to withdraw 
from the plan and make his pay- 
ments direct to Washington any 
time he wishes. As long as we 
have a margin of about 3 per cent 
we can operate the plan profitably, 
but if the bonds should go to par 
or approximately par, we could not 
continue it. In case of 4 substan- 
tial decline in market price, we 
might even increase the discount,” 
The average monthly payment of 
HOLC borrowers is about $24.50, 
Preiss said, ,

State-Wide Dealers’ Associa- 
tion Wants Rigid Regulation 
of 3.2: Beer Bars.

Changes in State liquor laws that 


will be sought by the Missouri 
State-Wide Liquor Dealers, a new 
association, were explained in a 
statement today by Roy T. Graham 
of Clayton, president. One of the 
principal objectives is extension of 
strict regulation over bars which 
sell beer of not more than 3.2 per 
cent alcoholic content. 

The organization is composed of 
owners licensed to.dispense bever- 
ages having an alcoholic content of 
more than 3.2 per cent. It has 
opened headquarters at Clayton. 
Other officers are: Vice-presidents, 
F. M.-O’Rourke of St. Joseph and 
J. W. Kenniston of St. Louis; secre- 
tary, George Fowler, Jefferson City, 
and treasurer, A. A. Romig, St. 
Joseph. 

“One of the most prolific sources 
of joy to the professional prohibi- 
tionist,” Graham said, “is the un- 
regulated 3.2 beer establishment 
which pays a paltry $35 annual 
license fee, may remain open every 
hour of the day, and, because of its 
ridiculously low license fee, is en- 
abled to attract the high school girl 
and boy, offering large fishbowls of 
beer at 10 cents and even 5 cents. 

“We want to co-operate in putting 
over a legislative program that will 
insure proper control of the beer 
and liquor business. We _ favor 
search and seizure; the empowering 
of liquor inspectors to make arrests 
anywhere in the State; the confisca- 
tion of liquor illegally brought into 
the State; placing control of 3.2

MAY CLOSE PAUPERS’ HOME 


Only Four of 22 Townships Are 
Paying Their Shares of Main- 
tenance Expenses. 

St. Clair County, Illinois, is faced 
with the prospect of having its 
County Home and Hospital closed 
and paupers returned from there to 
the townships from which they 
came unless 18 of the 22 townships 
assume their shares of maintenance 
of the institution, county officials 
have announced. 

Under an act of the Illinois Legis- 
lature, passed in 1933, responsibility 
for supporting paupers was taken 
from the county and placed on the 
townships, only four of which have 
made full payment. County Trea- 
surer Richard S. Wangelin yester- 
day announced he would withhold 
payment of $16,992 owed by the 
home for maintenance and repair, 
and at a recent meeting of the 
County Board of Supervisors Coun- 
ty. Auditor Robert W. Tiernan 
warned that unleg8s townships made 
payments the home would close. 

Wangelin says townships owe the 
institution a total of $77,454, the 
largest debtors being East St. Louis, 
which owes $54,719, and Belleville, 
owing $8152. Freeburg, Fayette- 
ville, Lenzburg and Caseyville town- 
ships are the only ones not in ar- 
rears.

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LEAGUE COUNCIL APPROVES 
AGREEMENT ON THE SAAR 


Good 


Members Say Settlement Between France and 
Germany Presages Era of 


Will. 


By the Associated Press. 
GENEVA, Dec. 6.—The council 


o- the League of Nations unanim- 
ously adopted today the Saar Com- 


mittee’s report embodying the re- 
cent Franco-German agreement 
reached at Rome. Members praised 
it as heralding an era of peace and 
good will in Europe. 

Woodrow Wilson’s doctrine of 
“self-determination” was defended 
by Maxim Litvinoff, Russia’s Com- 
missar for Foreign Affairs, in con- 
nection with a discussion of the 
population of the Saar. 

Germany Wants Small Force. 

Members of the British delegation 
told the Associated Press that Ger- 
many had officially informed Lon- 
don it would accept an international 
force, to police the Saar during the 
plebiscite Jan. 13, but suggested 
that that it be as small as possible. 
The Rome agreement arranges for 
financial payments to France if the 
Saar votes to rejoin Germany. 

Members of the council think 
they have a solution of the prob- 
lem of policing the Saar in Great 
Britain’s offer to send troops there 
on France's agreement to keep its 
forces out. 

The project was worked out in 
the secret by France and England. 
High officials of the league were 
unaware of the plan until just be- 
fore the council session yesterday. 

France withdrew from its earlier 
position, irritating to Berlin, that 
it would send troops in if the league 
asked for them. It is thought that 
England took the initiative because 
it regards the plebiscite as a po- 
tential menace to European peace. 

League’s Offer Accepted. 

From official sources, it was 
learned that Konstantin von Neu-

Germany had promised that if the 
Saar voted in favor of German 
rule, the inhabitants during one 
year after the plebiscite, whatever 
their nationality, should not be sub- 
jected to discrimination on account 
of language, race or religion. 

This means that for a year Ger- 
many undertakes to give complete 
protection to such individuals as 
vote against Germany. Inferential- 
ly, it means that Jews and others 
who fear German reprisals have a 
year in which to leave the Saar. 

Protection of Dissenters. 

In another section of the report, 
Germany promises protection for 
“inhabitants,” specifying that the 
term means persons who have lived 
in the Saar for at least three years 
before Jan. 13, 1935, the date of the 
plebiscite. In other words, refugees 
who entered the Saar during the 
last three years are assured of pro- 
tection only for one year succeeding 
the plebiscite. 

For a year after the plebiscite, 
the supreme plebiscite tribunal or- 
ganized by the league is empowered 
to decide whether the German au- 
thorities have resorted to reprisals 
against individuals in violation of 
these engagements. Germany's 
pledge of protection applies to non- 
voters as well as voters. 

All this is based on the belief 
that the people of the Saar will 
vote in favor of the return to Ger- 
many. 

The report uses the Treaty of 
Versailles phrase, “Sovereignty over 
whole or part of the territory.” This 
is interpreted to mean that if the 
balloting is not decisive in the vari- 
ous voting districts, the league can 
decide to divide the territory in 
accordance with the wishes of the 
inhabitants. 

It also might mean that if two 
or more districts vote overwhelm- 
ingly for league sovereignty, the 
league would be obligated to accept 
such sovereignty.

LONDON, Dec. 6.—United States 
Ambassador-at-Large Norman H. 
Davis told Japan today that by 
scrapping the PVashington naval 
treaty Japan would endanger se- 
curity, create suspicion and force 
the world into a costly naval race. 

Davis announced for the first 
time that President Roosevelt had 
proposed “a substantial all-around 
reduction in naval armaments.” 
Since no agreement to reduce has 
been reached, Davis said in a speech 
before the American Correspond- 
ents’ Association, the United States 
strongly advocates continuing the 
Washington and London treaties 
with their assurance of “equality of 


security.” 

Japanese spokesmen have served 
notice that Japan will denounce the 
Washington treaty, which gives the 
Far Eastern nation the smaller end 
of a 5-5-3 ratio. 

Speech Held Significant. 

The speech was the first compre- 
hensive public pronouncement of 
the American position since the tri- 
party discussions opened. It is con- 
sidered of high significance. 

The Washington conference “put 
an end to a ruinous naval race,” 
| Davis said, and established “a sound 
' basis for peace in the Pacific and 
the Far East.” 

“Only by maintenance of the sys- 
tem of equality of security, with 
proportionate reductions downward 


declared, “can there be maintained 
the substantial foundation for se- 
curity and peace which has thus 
been laid.

It was calculated that about 40- 
000,000 marks will become available 
almost immediately for transfer to 
gold discount banks, to be used for 
furthering governmental schemes, 
including provisions for jobs. 

Although private companies which 
pay dividends of more than 6 per 
cent are less than one-tenth of all 
German companies, 33 are listed in 
financial papers as paying from 6 
to 24 per cent, those in the latter 
category being mining properties. 
The Reichsbank pays 12 per cent on 
dividends, 

Under the new law, companies 
which propose to pay more than 8 
per cent but have not raised their 
dividends compared with last year, 
and whose general shareholder 
meetings are scheduled before the 
end of this year are at present 
exempt. 

Typical Nazi Conception. 

Special allowances are made for 
undertakings which have recently 
reduced their capital in order to be 
able to pay dividends. The insur- 
ance companies also come under a 
special schedule. 

The Government press described 
the law as a “typical Nationa)- 
Socialist conception of finance,” on 
the ground that the private prop- 
erty principle is not attacked, since 
shareholders remain at least tech- 
nically owners of the funds which 
are held in trust for them by gold 
discount banks.

A Pian to Stimulate Heavy Industry. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

AM not a believer in Utopias or cure- 
I alls. Such visionary projects as the 
Townsend plan leave me utterly cold. I 
do not wish that what I have to offer be 
considered in that light. It is not a rad- 
ical step, nor do I feel it impossible of 
achievement. In the light of President 
Roosevelt’s recent overtures to business, 
I think the following plan could very well 
be attempted. 

Critics and friends of the administra- 
tion alike have continually stressed the 
all important necessity of reviving heavy 
industry... Almost to a man, economists 
agree that recovery cannot be achieved 
unless this is done. I understand that 
there is, at the present time, in excess of 
1, billion dollars locked up in the depreci- 
ation reserves of our corporations. If 
these reserves could be thrown on the 
market for new machinery, our business 
cycle could be primed at its very source. 

I suggest a canvass of all industrial 
corporations, with a campaign for con- 
tingent pledges for the spending of this 
huge reservoir, on condition that no cor- 
poration need give final consent until all 
pledges are in. An active campaign, cap- 
ably handled, coupled with wide public- 
ity, might possibly accomplish the free- 
ing of half this vast sum for replacement 
of old machinery and buildings. 

A movement of this sort, if successful, 
would lack the defects of the public works 
program, in that it would not necessitate 
a vast bureaucracy for administration, 
and could be accomplished in far less 
time, with very little delay for red tape 
and the passing of enabling laws. 

If our capitalists are interested in pre- 
serving democratic government, and can 
see beyond the economic pressure of the 
moment, they should grasp at this oppor- 
tunity to prove their business sagacity.

It is not necessary to know anything about the 
speakership race to believe that something of the 
sort is going on.

Some of the states prepare for the legislative ses- 
sion by having a committee draft a tentative pro- 
gram. Nothing of the sort is done in Missouri. In- 
stead of the representatives of the people organizing 
in anticipation of the session, it is the special inter- 


ests that do so. 
To enjoy such an enormous majority as it has in 


the Legislature increases the responsibility of the 
party in power—the Democratic party. It had only 
itself to blame for the record of the last session. 
It will have only itself to blame if the approaching 
session is a travesty on representative government. 
Would it not be a good idea for the responsible 
leaders of the State administration to consider what 
Missouri is to get out of the Legislature in the next 
session? We think it would. 
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CREDIT FOR A GOOD WORK. 

St. Louis has quite properly welcomed the be- 
ginning of the official existence of the new bar com- 
mittee for the city, which is charged by the State 
Supreme Court with guarding the public and the legal 
professfon locally against unethical practices by law-' 
yers. The community, however, would be ungrate- 
ful if it did not at the same time recognize its debt 
to the Grievance Committee of the St. Louis Bar 
Association, whose vigilance and forthright action 
during the last two and a half years must have been 
a leading factor in securing for the bar of Missouri 
its present clear-cut right to discipline unsocial mem- 
bers. 
In the decade prior to June, 1932, the St. Louis Bar 
Association filed but two disbarment petitions and 
only one of these resulted in a removal from the right 
to practice. Since June, 1932, the Grievance Com- 
mittee has instituted 17 disbarment suits. These 
have resulted in nine disbarments and four suspen- 
sions. Of the four pending cases, disposition of one 
is expected in a very short time. 
Chief credit for this fine record must go to Thom- 
as F. McDonald, who was appointed ehairman of the 
Grievance Committee by William T. Jones, president 
of the local bar association in 1932, and who has been 
continued in his post by the succeeding presidents, 
Walter R. Mayne and Kenneth Teasdale. Mr. McDon- 
ald has had able assistance—four of his present com- 
mittee members constitute the new committee named 
by the State Supreme Court to serve in St. Louis— 
but he has borne the brunt of a hard job under cir- 
cumstances far less favorable than those attending 
the work of the new committees. 

No confusion should exist in the public mind be- 
cause the Grievance Committee has filed disbarment 
suits since the creation of the new committee. The 
Grievance Committee obviously will want to con- 
clude the cases which it has investigated. 

For that matter, the St. Louis Bar Association 
would make no mistake if it kept the Grievance Com- 
mittee in its organization. The new committee has 
asked for co-operation from both the public and the 
bar to make its administration of the new rules a 
success. Thus, a continuing committee in the volun- 
tary association could be made eminently useful.

However, 
it seems worth while, in the interest of clarifying a 
disputed matter, to explain wherein the difference 
between Mr. Farley's figures and those of his critics 
arises. 

The disagreement is caused by failure to distin- 
guish between the Postoffice Department’s gross fig- 
ures and net figures. In omitting the various items 
mentioned from his final computation, Mr. Farley is 
simply complying with a law, passed in 1930, requir- 
ing him to do so. He might have made a fuller ex- 
planation, but his announcement did state that the 
final audit showed the announced surplus “after 
authorized adjustments had been made for certain 
subventions and free mailing services.” 

The intent of Congress in making this provision 
is clear. It is obviously unfair to saddle the Postof- 
fice Department with the cost of subsidizing the air 
mail and merchant marine, or the other services. 
These items for 1934 include: ocean mail subsidies, 
$28,692,604; air mail subsidies, $12,992,991; postage 
for Federal departments, $23,094,882; congressional 
franks, $776,000; handling weekly newspapers free 
in counties where published, free service for Braille 
publications, special rates for religious publications, 
etc., about $1,000,000; total, about $66,500,000. 
Manifestly, since most of these subsidies are grant- 
ed as a matter of national policy for military defense, 
they should be charged to the War or Navy depart- 
ments, or to a special fund, instead of to the Post- 
office. Congress authorized the Postmaster-General 
to make the deduction to show the actual figure of 
the cost of conducting the postal service. 
Even including all the gross charges, it is clear 
that Mr. Farley’s department saved money last year. 
The deficit for 1932, for instance, was the record 
figure of $152,346,000, after all authorized deductions. 
It is not fair, in our view, to say that Mr. Farley 
deliberately tried to fool the public, though he has, of 
course, made wide use of his showing as political 
propaganda. Far sounder criticism may be based on 
the fact that much of his saving is at the expense of 
employes. It is for this reason that we have urged 
the earliest possible restoration of wage cuts and a 
return to 2-cent letter postage, in view of the $12,- 
000,000 legal surplus.

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THE GOVERNMENT RAISES SOME CASH. 

The Federal Treasury latest financing operation— 
that of raising $900,000,000 in ready cash for Gov- 
ernment uses—is notable for the welcome which the 
banks and other investors accorded the long-term se- 
curities offered. Books on a $450,000,000 issue of 3% 
per cent bonds, running for from 15 to 18 years, and 
on a $450,000,000 issue of 14% per cent notes running 
for a year and a half, were closed the day they were 
opened. This is the first time in more than four 
years, according to Treasury officials, that an offer- 
ing of new Federal securities has been sold out the 
day of its opening. The estimate of Undersecretary 
Coolidge is that the bonds were over-subscribed more 
than five times, and the notes more than seven times. 
This friendly reception of new 15-18-year bonds 
contrasts with the manner in which the 10-12-year 
3% per cent bonds, offered in September as part of 
the most recent Fourth Liberty Loan conversion op- 
eration, were received. In that case, a notable pref- 
erence was shown for the short-term notes bearing a 
much lower rate of interest, which were offered along 
with the bonds. The result of the operation conduct- 
ed earlier in the fall was that about $600,000,000 
worth of the Fourth Liberty Bonds called in April 
were converted into short-term notes and only about 
$400,000,000 into the long-term bonds, leaving about 
$250,000,00 to be paid off in cash.

tion for domestic recovery and interna- 
tional peace, It can be, I believe, an action 
which in its effect will be as general and as 
powerful as his action in leaving the old 
gold standard in the spring of 1933. It 
would consist in measures designed to re- 
lease an immense volume of purchasing 
power which is now hoarded in Europe wnd 
The release of that purchasing 
power is now the most promising way to 
bring about a substantial rise in depressed 
prices, to open markets that are artificially 
closed and to make less probable revolu- 
tion and war in Europe. 

This is, I realize, a large claim. On what 
facts and on what reasoning does it res*? 

The value of the world's gold supply, 
measured in terms of the two chief inter- 
national currencies, is now about twice what 
it was at the beginning of the depression. 
This is due in part to a large supply of 
newly mined gold, in part to the sale of 
gold that was hoarded in India, but in the 
main to the revaluation of the dollar and of 
the sterling currencies. 

Such an increase in the supply of mone- 
tary gold must, by all experience of the 
past, produce a great rise in gold prices and 
with it a period of economic expansion. We 
have a condition like that after the discov- 
ery of gold in California in the middle of 
the nineteenth century, and after the South 
African discoveries about 40 years ago. 

Yet the fact is that gold prices have not 
risen, and the question is: What holds them 
down? The answer is, I think, quite plain. 
It is that gold is still the safest speculation 
offered to the capitalist. If a man holds 
gold or some kind of money which can 
be converted into gold, he cannot lose his 
principal. He knows that it will never be 
worth less than $35 an ounce anywhere in 
the world.

On the other hand, he stands a fair chance 
of its being worth more if the dollar and 
sterling are devaluated further. So if he 
hoards gold or keeps his funds liquid so 
that they can be converted into gold, he 
cannot lose and he may profit. 

For the French, Belgians, Dutch, Swiss. 
Italians, the incentive to hoard gold or gold 
values is even greater. If they can convert 
their funds into gold, they have an absolute- 
ly safe investment of their capital, with 
much more than an even chance of a very 
large capital gain if their currencies are re- 
valued. 

Thus by hoarding men take no risk and 
have a chance at great profit. What induce- 
ment is there to take the risks of investing 
in productive enterprises? It is no wonder 
that the capital markets of the world are 
stagnant or that the immense increase in 
the monetary gold supply does not raise 
world gold prices. 

We must next ask ourselves: What is the 
basic cause of the gold hoarding? It is, 
quite clearly, that everybody believes gold 
may fetch still higher prices, which is the 
same thing as saying that the currencies 
may be devalued further. It follows that 
gold will not cease to be the safest specula- 
tion in the world until men are convinced 
that it will not bring them more dollars, or 
more pounds, or more francs than it 4ioes 
today. The moment they are convinced on 
this point, the ownership of gold ceases to 
offer any speculative profit, and since gold 


pays no interest, it becomes a very dead and 
unattractive form of investment. 

This leads us to the conclusion that the 
purchasing power now locked up in gold 
will not be released until the chief cur- 
rencies of the world are stabilized at a defi- 
nite gold value. 

It is now clearly to our interest, especial- 
ly to the interest of agriculture and of 
debtors generally, to break up the gold 
hoarding and let the doubled monetary 
gold supply of the world work its effect. 
Because there is so much more monetary 
gold than there was two years ago, stabiliza- 
tion, which alone can release it, is the most 
inflationary step that can be taken. It is, 
in fact, so inflationary that the most care- 
ful precautions would have to be taken to 
prevent an uncontrollable boom.

The center of the gold hoarding today is 
the gold bloc in Western Europe. Its funda- 
mental cause is the universa] doubt az to 
whether the franc, belga, guilder and Swiss 
franc can be maintained at their present 
parity. As long as this doubt exists, the 
hoarding will continue. The only cure for 
it is either to revalue those currencies and 
have it over with, or for the gold countries 
to take measures which will make revalua- 
tion unnecessary. 

They can take neither course at the mo- 
ment. Until they know whether the dollar 
and sterling are to be maintained at their 
present values, they: cannot move. For, 
having been through the inflation of the 
'20s, their peoples will not tolerate either a 
floating currency like the British or a gold 
currency which, like the dollar, might be 
devalued twice. They can devalue once 
definitely. Or they can conceivably deflate 
to the level of the pound and the dollar. 
But they cannot and will not voluntarily 
devalue more than once or make the sac- 
tifices of deflation required to chase the 
dollar and sterling downward. 

It is not for us to decide whether the guld 
countries ought to devalue or to deflate, and, 
from our point of view, it is not important. 
What is important is that they should do 
the one or the other and thus put an end 
to the gold hoarding. For it is the probabil- 
ity of devaluation which creates the incen- 
tive to hoard gold. 

I am convinced, from what I learned 
abroad, that a practical stabilization on gold 
of the dollar and sterling is the only way 
to bring about a prompt and orderly solu- 
tion of the European crisis. If it can be 
achieved, the gold countries will be com- 
pelled to face the issue and either deflate 
or devalue. The alternative, as I see it, is 
partial and unsuccessful deflation ending, in 
some countries, in a general financial and 
monetary breakdown. What that would add 
to the danger of war and revolution is not 
pleasant to contemplate. 

The question naturally arises as to wheth- 
er the British would now agree to stabilize 
at approximately the present levels. I do 
not know. There are some who maintain that 
the main consideration for the British is not 
the rate as against the dollar, and that if the 
French did not devalue radically, the Brit- 
ish would be content with about $4.86. There 
are others who say that the British wil! not 
Stabilize unless they can cut somewhat un- 
der the dollar. 

The sensible thing to do, it seems to me, 
is to propose a de facto stabilization at the 
old parity of $4.86 and the new gold price

EVA JESSYE CHOIR GIVES 
BRILLIANT ENTERTAINMENT 


Small Audience at High School 
Pleased With Program by 
Negro Singers. 


If the Eva Jessye Choir hadn't 
been an hour and a half late for 
their concert at Vashon High School 
last night, they would have had a 


hard time persuading their audience 
that they had had a hectic automo- 
bile trip from Tulsa, Ok., with no 
less than four blowouts. Their sing- 
ing showed no effects and the audi- 
ence of 150 showed much enthusi- 
asm, 

Miss Eva Jessye’s treatment of 
the spirituals she presented—and 
of some of the secular music as 
well—is a brilliant synthesis of the 
best elements in the Negro con- 
ception of modern music. Anyone 
who can take such hackneyed stuff 
as “Swing Low Sweet Chariot,” work 
out a brilliant contrapuntal rhythm 
and harmony based, it seemed, al- 
together on dissonances, then pro- 
duce music of genuine merit, is a 
composer of exceptional genius. 
Miss Jessye did more than that. In 
a score of songs she directed with 
excellent perception and strength, 
accompanied sympathetically on 
the piano and showed off 16 well- 
trained, mixed voices to the best 
advantage. 

The Negro choir’s interpretation 

of the spirituals was new. Instead 
of the usual maudlin rendition there 
was a pervasive spirit of humor and 
religious joy. Yet the singers were 
reserved and their seeming spon- 
taneity was obviously the result of 
painstaking discipline and a sense 
of showmanship. Except for a few 
modern compositions at the § end 
(and Miss Jessye feels that these 
are important for their influence on 
modern music) there were no apol- 
ogies to be offered and a quality 
of vital originality was consistently 
kept. up. 
About eight of the Choir now on 
tour were in the chorus with which 
she eclipsed the librettist in Ger- 
trude Stein’s opera, ‘‘Four Saints in 
Three Acts.” She expects the pres- 
ent group to be with her when she 
and Paul Robeson take part in 
George Gershwin’s and DeFPiose 
Hayward’s forthcoming opera, “Por- 
gy,” in New York. The present 
concert was a benefit for the Urban 
League Nursery on Delmar boule- 
vard and Garrison avenue.

IN PIANO RECITAL 


Large and Responsive Audience 
at Program at Sheldon 
Memorial.

OSEF LHEVINNE gave a. re- 
J cital of piano works at Sheldon 

Memorial Hall last night unaer 
auspices of the Piano Teachers’ 
Educational Society before a large 
and responsive audience. He was 
in good form and gave a charac- 
teristic exhibition of authority and 
control combined with an effective 
use of emotional force. 


The Schumann Toccata, which 
opened the concert, involved a fine 
display of measured dynamics and 
restless rhythms but the pverform- 
ance of the two cantatas by Dom- 


enico Scarlatti, which followed, 
constituted the most important 
pianistic and artistic achievement 
of the evening. The charming 


musical ideas which illuminate this 
music were presented with the ut- 
most clarity and poise. Listening 
to such a vivid presentation, one 
was reminded again of the beauti- 
ful economy and far-reaching ex- 
pressiveness of the younger Scar- 
latti’s music. 

In Beethoven’s “Waldstein” So- 
nata, Mr. Lhevinne held himself in 
a little too-much during the Alle- 
gro con Brio. A little more dy- 
namic contrast would have touched 


much more. The rest of the sonata 
was well realized. 


In his Chopin group Mr. Lhevinne 
achieved a true romantic expan- 
siveness. The inevitable rubato 
was there, to be sure, but was used, 
as it should be used, as a legitimate 
means of emphasis and caused no 
embarrassment to the time values. 
The Debussy group was well played 
but for some reason, not easy to 
locate, did not seem congenial to 
the pianist. Dohanyi’s Etude in 
F Minor is a shew piece with a 
negligible musical value and had 
better be left to some young ter- 
ror of the keyboard who special- 
izes in fast and fancy playing— 
Mr. Horowitz for instance. Mr. 
Lhevinne couldn’t quite pull it off. 


The audiente gave enthusiastic 
demonstrations of approval after 
each group.

HOW BERL HELP 
TS POR IN WINTER 


Relief Organization ' Prepares 
to Care for 850,000 Per- 
sons in City Alone. 


BERLIN, Dec. 6—The Winter- 
hilfswerk—the nation-wide relief 
organization alleviating the winter 
sufferings of Germany’s poor—will 
supply food, fuel and clothing to 
850,000 needy persons in Berlin 
alone during the coming winter. 
This estimate was given by Herr 
Kloeckner, spokesman for the Ber- 
lin unit. 

Kloeckner has a choice office in 
the W. H. W. Building in the Kaiser 
Wilhelmstrasse within the shadows 
of Berlin’s palace district. 

Not only are foreigners aided, but 
foreign as well as German Jews 


are helped. Last year there were 
2776 foreigners assisted in relief, 
among them 25 Americans and 36 
Englishmen. Nearly every country 
in the world was represented among 
the needy of the capital who re- 
ceived it. 

Poles, numbering 545, and 465 
Russians led the list. In the Jewish 
table, it was shown 8791 German 
Jews and 2496 foreign Jews were 
helped in Berlin last year. 

Each building in Berlin has a 
“hauswalter,’ who reports to a 
block boss any cases of distress 
needing attention. The block boss 
relays word to his precinct chair- 
man, who in turn gets in touch 
with the ward committeeman. These 
men relay information to the bor- 
ough leaders who make up the City 
Council. 

By this system, each needy person 
is reached. 

The headquarters is divided into 
nine departments, each headed by 
an expert. They are: Dwelling, 
food, fuel, clothes, furniture, medi- 
cine, health, jobs and hospitaliza- 


tion. 
“Each applicant,” explains 
Kloeckner, “must prove he is in 


need and that he has no relatives 


Having shown this, he 
whatever he needs.”

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6—In a 
statement calling for a “sweeping 
investigation” of the “natural gas 
racket,” Senator Gerald P. Nye of 
North Dakota said yesterday that 
he was referring to the Senate Com- 
mittee on Interstate Commerce the 
record of the receivership settle- 
ment suit of the Missouri-Kansas 
Pipe Line Co. 

This is the case recently heard in 
Wilmington, Del., in which Frank 
P, Parish, president of the pipe line 
company, now in_ receivership, 
charged that great utility combines 
had parceled out the natural gas 
markets and had conspired to de- 
stroy his independent line. 

Senator Nye’s statement is based 
mainly on a 200-page brief which 
Parish prepared for filing in chan- 
cery court in Wilmington. It was 
before this court that the receiver- 
ship settlement suit was heard in 
August. 

Nye denounces the utility com- 
bines that Parish charged with 
blocking and destroying his enter- 
prise.
